Tue principle of a British dollar, which bas 
long boon under discussion, has now boen 
adopted ia Singapore, and was to be given 
formal expression to in a resolution at the 
last meeting of the Legislative Council of 
that colony. Tha resolution was to be pro- 
posed by the Colonial Secretary—so that it 
is clearly approved by the Govertimant—and 
soconded by ono of the wrofficial mombera, 
“who willno doubt reiterate the views_ex- 
preased by the Chamber of Commerce as sot 
outing the correspondence we recently pub. 
lished, Tho ultimate decision will rest with 
the Treasury and Mint authorities at’ home, 
but wo think our neighbours of the Southorn 
colony will be able to make out a good 
enough case to -secure the approval evs 
thoso conservative official, The Straits 
Settlements together with their depandenciea 
and the protected states roquire » settled cur- 
renoy for their internal wants, to say no- 
thing of their extornal trade, In this re- 
spect they are differently circumstanced from 
Hongkong, where wo are almost ontirely
